Meeting in the — Room of the 
Memorial Hall on Thursday evening 
last week, the Lions Club had a very 
good turnout. An _ excellent dinner 
was served by Lions Albert Peck, 
Charlie Harvey, Buster Garriott and 
George Anderson, and the group ex- 
tended a vote of thanks for their ef- 
forts following the affair. 

Calling forth a group of new mem- 
bers that were present, the President 
presented each of them with a framed 
certificate of membership, and then 
asked Rev. D. A. Ford to read to them 
the address of induction. 

A report on efforts at the swimming 
pool followed and the Tion President 
stated that Burns and Dutton had 
started preliminary arrangements al- 
ready. They had obtained some fifty 
yards of gravel, most of which had al 
ready been hauled free by local Lions. 
The contractors expected to. start 
staking the pool on Friday, he said, 
and pointed out that when they had 
dug holes for the erection of their 
signs, had found very little frost.

Speaker for the evening was the rev- 
erend Mr. W. E. Sieber of Carseland.

Speaking from 
an experience of five years in dealing 
with children’s matters in Edmonton, 
Mr. Sieber declared it was his firm 
conviction that the woodshed was sup- 
erior of the juvenile court. 

The real cause of delinquency, said 
Mr suggesting that he felt our 
present methods of dealing with the 
trouble were like trying to mop up a 
stream of water without turning off 
the tap, lay in a general moral regres- 
sion characteristic of this day and age. 
He went on to quote from Father E] 
anagan, renowned as the founder of 
Boy’s Town in the United States, when 
he said that there were no bad boys, 
onl ybadly trained boys. 

Delinquency of youth 
only point which illustrated the dis- 
interest of the adult today, said Mr. 
Sieber. Such things as 20% polls at 
elections illustrated the same feature 
all too forcibly. 

External causes which aggravated 
the situation, said Mr. Sieber, included 
the accentuation of urban life; the in- 
creased use of laborsaving devices.

Work 
ing on the boys, and girls, alone, does 
not auench the fire but only smother 
a few embers. He suggested that one 
American method of charging the par- 
ents double for any costs incurred, be 
inaugurated, followed by the program 
of “sentencing” such parents to attend 
a series of lectures and discussions, 
conducted by experts, on the methods 
properly used to correct tendencies 
and shortcomings of their children 
This method has proved quite success 
ful, he said, on the West Coast where 
it was tried, and might also 
help the situation at home

Home & ‘Gawot Meeting 


[Extra chairs had to be brought in to 
accomodate the large number who at- 
tended the H&S A Meeting in the 
High School Monday evening. 

Chief features of the programme 
were an address on Reading Readin- 
ess by Mr. Roy Daniels, Supervisor of 
Elementary Instruction in the Calgary 
Schools and a demonstration of read- 
ing by the pupils of Mrs. Eyres Grade 
I class. 

Rev. D. A. Ford presided. 

Mr. Daniels in an excellent and il- 
luminating address explained prob 
lems with which teachers have to con- 
tend in the varied aptitude of children 
of equal age. 

The speaker naming the various 
subject as “skills” said that reading 
is the most important skill, superced- 
ing all others. 

“Reading Readiness” originated fol- 
lowing a serious outbreak of Juvenile 
Delinquency in Washington. The 
question was moved that if more at- 
tention was paid to children’s reading, 
the matter and their ability, it might 
go far to overcome delinquency. 
Hence the beginning of this subject 
which today is taking so large a place 
in the scholastic world. 

Mr. Daniels held the closest atten- 
tion of his audience, to many of whom 
the varied ability in the same age was 
an eye-opener. The speaker dwelt on 
the aspects of mental and social mat- 
urity and stages of maturity. 

He said the surest way to stamp a 
boy or a girl as a failure is to tell them 
they are failures and the opposite ap- 
plies equally in telling them they are a 
success. 

A child that is hampered by lack of 
ability in this reading readiness first 
grows to dislike reading, then school 
work, then the teacher and finally 


school which is disastrous 

He closed his address by asking the 
fullest co-operation of the parents 
with the teachers. Mrs. Eyres then 
called on her Grade I pupils to give a 
reading demonstration, the teaching 
of which had been accomplished since 
September last. This proved a re- 
markable standard and reflects great 


credit on Mrs. Eyres. Mr. Daniels 
described it as an exceptional exhib- 
ition. Little Jakie Siemens presided 


as chairman and did so in a very clev- 


er and amusing way. Pupils reading

New Lawns And Old 


a . ned 


One of the very first on-the-land- 
jobs in the springs is lawn work, es- 
pecially the patching and general 
cleaning up of established lawns. One 
can start this job almost as soon as 
the last snow is gone. Grass seed 
makes its best growth in cool weather. 


For patching and new lawns, too, ex- 


| perts advise getting a good grade of 


lawn grass, which will be a mixture of 
various sorts of grass designed to 
make growth quickly and stay green 
year after year. For patching, the 


| bare spots should be thoroughly stir- 


red with a rake, then seeded rather 
heavily. Covering wjth brush or wire 
will protect from the birds. 


Fairly early in the spring is the best 
time to apply commercial fertilizer, 
commercial fertilizer, which should be 
spread according to directions and 
preferably just before a rain which 
will wash it in and prevent burning.

CRITICIZFS GOVT. 
WHEAT POLICY 


John Bracken, leader of the Pro- 
gressive Conservative party, madea 
public statement on March 8th in 
which he criticized the government’s 
agricultural policy, and particularly 
its wheat policy. 

Mr. Bracken pointed out that the 
present world price of wheat is about 
$1.95 a bushel in Canadian funds, and 
suggested that arbitrary restrictions 
be removed so that Canadian wheat 
would bring such a price. He said 
that goverment restrictions force 
farmers to accept $1.55 for over 300 
million bushels of export wheat and 
$1.25 for 80 million bushels of wheat 
disposed of on the domestic market. 
He calenlated that dominion farmers 
were thus losing $200 million.
